Dear Harold, 

Thanks for your letters of May 28 and May yi (2), with attachments. 

As Hal has probably explained by now, his tape of Liebeler didn't turn 
out - batteries low. Unfortunately, I took no notes. 

My notes on the Cordell Hull foundation, etc. are enclosed. Of the 
material I sent you in N.O., I have sent Tom only the 3 pages from CD 301 
(pages 111, 112, 289). I will defer to your judgment as to whether any of the 
other material is important enough to be sent to Garrisonj and, if so, to 
whom in the office it should be sent. (I can still make the copies here, if 
you wish. Cost to me is 10//page.) 

In context, I do not think it significant that Regis Kennedy's report 
(CD 301, p. 289) about his presence at the Marcello trial on 11/22 does not 
mention Ferrie; the report is supposed to be about Vincent Marcello. I would 
be surprised, however, if there is not a similar report by Kennedy somewhere 
else, indicating that he saw Ferrie at the trial, 

I am enclosing pages 1 and 6 through 14 of the list of FPCC members (from 
SS 407). The first 5 pages, as sent me by the Archives, are bareljr legible and 
can not be Xeroxed successfully, as you can tell from page 1. Hal recognized 
several of the names on the list, but he advises that it is definitely incomplete, 
(For example, he is not on it.) Page 5 of the second part was not sent to me. I 
sent (only) my notes on this list to Mr. Wagenvoord at WWGM, N.O., as you 
asked. 


The only indexes mentioned in your letter of May 1 to Rhoads ’which we do 
not have are those to CD 5 and CD 6, If you are not currently using them, could 
you lend us your copies? We can examine them and decide whether to copy them; 

I think that is the easiest way to proceed. The only indexes we have are those 
listed in my letter of May 13 . I am enclosing a copy of the original index to 
oD 441 , and the cross-index to CD 7, which, as you know, has many withheld pages. 
It would be possible to prepare a cumulative alphabetical index for any CD's 
which we have punched up on cards, I do not have time to process any more than 
a few of ohe most interesting CD indexes, but that would be a good project for 
someone who likes that kind of work. 


The letter from Jim Schmitt, dated 6/2, is quite concise but worth checking 
over. He will, of course, provide fuller documentation as requested, 

I have just received, on microfilm, the "FPCC fils’* (LHO - Post-Russian 
Period - 2-3). It contains about 600 pages; about 120 more withheld. At first 
glance, there appear to be lots of goodies. You might want to browse through 
this file if you have some time at the Archives. I will send you more information 
as soon as I can get around to it. 


What can one say about 
familiar - and inevitable - 


this latest assassination? It seemed like such a 
story. I hope I never see it a third time.
